Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - Eight years 
ago this week, the people of 
Clinton* Tenn., were awakened 
at 
3 a.m. by a succession of 
dynamite blasts, to find their 
school house 
blown apart 
by 
a hate bomber. 
Strong 
men wept as they 
looked down at the shattered 
walls, 
the 
splintered desks, 
the broken glass, the warped 
lockers 
in which 
children 
once put their lunch boxes. 
But 
these 
men began re­ 
building. And In one year, with 
the help of children all over 
the 
nation who contributed 
nickels and dimes to buy bricks 
to combat bombs 
of bigotry, 
a new schoolhouse 
was 
un­ 
derway in Clinton. I have been 
there since. Hate is forgotten. 
White and Negro children study 
together side by side. 
The Clinton schoolhouse, it 
seems to me, can be a lesson 
to San Francisco, Cicero, At­ 
lanta and other cities where 
hate and bullets 
and blood­ 
shed have torn communities 
asunder. 
These 
are bigger 
cities and their troubles have 
festered longer, so the 
re­ 
building 
will be more compli­ 
cated. But as in Clinton, Tenn., 
it can be done. 
The problem at Clinton was 
complicated by fear- • fear of 
white 
bigots. 
R. G. Crossno, 
chairman of the school board 
and a dairyman, had his milk 
business boycotted. Neverthe­ 
less, he led in the decision that * 
the school must obey court rul­ 
ings. 
Leading Tennessee politicians 
were reluctant eight years ago 
to serve on a committee to re­ 
build the school. They 
were 
fearful—fearful of w h ite politi­ 
cal retaliation. 
KASPER vs. CARMICHAEL 
The problem was also compli­ 
cated by rabble - rousing John 
Kasper, a 
racial pied piper, 
who came to Clinton to stir up 
prejudice. It was 
he 
who 


’indirectly inspired the 
mid­ 
night bomber. 
Today the nation's no. 1 rab­ 
ble-rouser 
is a young Ja mi can 
Negro, 
Stokely Carmichael, 
whose "Black Power" slogan 
has 
ignited black 
big - city 
crowds to demand more, and 
cause 
onetime congressional 
champions to voti for less. 
The 
extremism 
of 
John 
Kasper and Stokely Carmichael, 
ten years apart, has helped 
touch off the troubles of 1956- 
58 and 1965-66. 
But when you get away from 
these rabble • rousers, 
away 
from' the uneducated and 
the 
biased of both races, you find 
a great reservoir of goodwill. 
The 
schoolchildren of Cali­ 
fornia gave up their 
lunch 
money to help 
rebuild 
the 
schoolhouse in Tennessee. And 
I am sure the schoolchildren of 
Tennessee would help 
the 
children of Watts and San Fran­ 
cisco if the problem could be 
divorced from rabble - rousing 
and violence. 
The Italian • American citi­ 
zens of Cicero, HI., spewed 
hatred at the Negro marchers 
of Dr. Martin Luther King. But 
the Italian - American mem­ 
bers of congress - every one 
of them - voted for 
the civil 
rights bill and the open housing 
provision which the 
senate 
recently blocked. 
The difference 
between the 
Italian • Americans of Cicero 
and the Italian • Americans 
in 
congress was one of education 
and understanding. 
Margaret Anderson, a Ten­ 
nessee schoolteacher, has writ­ 
ten a book on the bombing and 
rebuilding of the Clinton school­ 
house - "The Children of The 
South" -- in which she 
says: 
"The Negro child is different 
from other childron, because 
he has problems that are the 
product of a social order not 
of his making . . . The road 
for him is three times as hard 
as 
for the average 
white 
child, even the poorest white 
child. At every 
turn there 
is an obstacle, and forever 
and ever the Negro child must 
ask himself why?*' 
It's against this background

Last week in Washington I 
attended a ceremony at Howard 
University, largest Negro col­ 
lege in the western world, 
at 
which an honorary degree was 
conferred upon President Leo­ 
pold Sedar Senghor, 
the Afri­ 
can Negro poet who hasbecome 
President of Senegal. 
It 
was an inspiring cere­ 
mony. Two hundred American 
Negro faculty members sat in 
the auditorium, in caps a n d 
gowns, all doctors of philoso­ 
phy, medicine or holding oth­ 
er academic degrees. On 
the 
platform were scholarly Presi­ 
dent Stanton Wormley 
and 
Spottswood Robinson, a Negro 
judge, 
whose ability and in­ 
tegrity is respected by the en­ 
tire federal bench. 
The audience, predominant­ 
ly Negro, included lawyers, doc­ 
tors, men and women who had 
broken through segregation's 
barrier to fulfill ambition and 
hold their heads high 
in pro­ 
fessional ranks. Theirs 
was 
an example which the people 
of Watts and San Francisco 
can look up to and emulate. 
In the debris of the floor of 
the Clinton schoolhouse one day 
after the bombing, I picked up a 
book, its cover torn off by the 
explosion. It was a collection 
of the world's great literature. 
I skimmed through its pages 
to Leo Tolstoy's "GodSees The 
Truth But Waits." 
God sees the truth but waits. 
That may be what impatient big- 
city rioters say as they hurl 
Molotov cocktails. But I com­ 
mend to these big cities the 
healthy 
repairs of Clinton, 
Tenn., which eight years ago 
was so torn by hate and dynamite 
that strong men wept and some 
felt that reason never again 
would see the light of day.

Washington, D.C.: - Some of 
these toughs and ex-pugs have 
enterprise.

legal looting" of unions 
and 
management. 
The men involved, led by the 
bullying Jack 
McCarthy and 
Danny Kapilow, who 
was a 
fast - hitting 
pro 
welter­ 
weight 
once, in effect ran a 
network of . vertical corpor­ 
ations which had mighty polit­ 
ical 
and 
muscled. protection 
throughout the East. 
Many insiders 
knew of the 
multi-million 
dollar 
oper­ 
ations 
which 
involved 
at 
least one warehouse, plans for 
a high-rise shopping center, 
simultaneous 
control of sev­ 
eral 
unions 
through owner­ 
ship of a series of 
union 
charters, 
as 
well as oper­ 
ation of pension and welfare 
funds. Yet so powerful was 
McCarthy’s protection, notone 
of the national building 
and 
construction unions 
dared — 
or cared— to move against him 
and the local unions they op­ 
erated 
as their base of pow­ 
er. 
Why were they permitted to 
run 
such an industrial-labor 
complex? Why did no one inside 
labor 
bother to go into New 
York and up to the 16th Floor 
at 400 Madison Ave. where Mc­ 
Carthy 
and 
an 
associate, 
Lou Basis, ran the 
National 
Consultants 
Associated, Ltd.? 
They still have one 
room 
there 
which is 
hooked up to 
a central switchboard —-212- 
421-3400. 
Their operations were notor­ 
ious. 
McCarthy, 
Basis 
and 
Kapilow 
moved in and out of 
other international unions not 
mentioned in this probe. Basis 
left the labor movement and 
became a 
business broker. 
His colleague, McCarthy, and 
the iatter's 
associates never 
missed an angle. 
With 
the unions 
as their 
base, some of them set up a 
central purchasing outfit which 
sold to some of the merchants- 
who believed that discretion 
was 
the better part, not only 


of valor, but of business acu­ 
men. 
The McCarthy bloc had built- 
in agreements. If you were a 
merchant or businessman, it 
was a good 
idea to take the 
whole service package— win­ 
dow cleaning, 
floor waxing, 
sorne 
transportation, 
insur­ 
ance 
and, of course, 
the 
labor relations consulting ser­ 
vice. 
If you were about to 
build 
anything, it was a 
good idea 
to have a talk with McCarthy 
and company. You did not have 
to think of it — McCarthy did. 
If you needed 
money, 
be 
you labor official or business­ 
man, McCarthy and his fellows 
knew just where you could get 
the funds at a rate charitably 
described as usurious. 
Not too long 
ago they ran 
a 
so-called labor newspapei 
and had the most convincing 
ways of getting ads. 
But some unions fought back 
and 
the 
publication disap­ 
peared. These same unions — in 
non-construction fields —also 
rebuffed the McCarthy com­ 
bination efforts to seize new 
locals. 
But where were 
the 
state 
and national 
leaders of 
the 
building and construction trade 
unions? Some of this operation 
goes back to 1954. 
Many 
an 
insider knew that the McCarthy 
tactic was to pounce on sub­ 
urban businessmen who were 
moving 
to the 
edge of the 
glacier-like megalopolis. Mc­ 
Carthy and Kapilow's 
rela­ 
tions — and the holding 
of 
multiple 
union 
charters— 
with locals 
of the 
Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Elec­ 
trical Workers (AFL-CIO)have 
been under investigation 
by 
authorities for at least 
two 
years. 
Insiders 
have known that the 
McClellan committee probers 
have been in New York City for 
some time 
looking into 
the 
medical and dental plans which 
put more gold in the combine's 
pockets than could get into the 
teeth of their combined union 
membership. 
Furthermore, 
this exploita­ 
tion flourishes far beyond the 
Hudson. 
Similar 
“ legal 
looting" is money-sucking the 
economic life 
blood of hun­ 
dreds of suburbs. So heavy la 
the loot in other areas, 
the 
pressure soon will geyser into 
a national scandal. 
Records of the Labor 
and 
Justice 
Departments “ com­ 
pliance” officials 
are loaded 
with tales of terror. 
When it all breaks wide open, 
all labor 
will suffer — es­ 
pecially the 
decent men, who 
for the moment, are helpless. 
But no one will be 
able to 
say that notice was not served 
on the movement by the resolute 
gentleman from Arkansas.

tire federal bench. 
The audience, predom inant­ 
ly N egro, included law yers, doc­ 
to rs, men and women who lad 
broken through segregation's 
ta r r ie r to fulfill am bition and 
hold their heads high 
in pro­ 
fessional ranks. T heirs 
was 
an example which the people 
of Watts and San Francisco 
can look up to and em ulate. 
In the debris 
of the floor of 
the Clinton schoolhouse one day 
afte r the bombing, I picked up a 
book, its cover torn off by the 
explosion. It was a collection 
of the w orld's great literatu re . 
I skim m ed through its pages 
to Leo T olstoy's “ G odSeesThe 
Truth But W aits.” 
God sees the truth but waits. 
That may be what im patient big-

say as they hurl

Weaver Critical of 
Education Support 


COLUMBIA - University of 
Missouri President John 
C. 
Weaver took a look at current 
levels of Missouri support for 
education in a speech Friday 
and declared, “We should 
be 
ashamed of ourselves." 
The President delivered the 
keynote speech at the Gover- 
nor's Conference on Education, 
called 
by Gov. 
Warren 
E. 
Hearnes. It was his first pub­ 
lic 
address since 
assuming 
the University presidency Sept. 
1. 
Reviewing Missouri's present 
educational efforts, Dr. Weaver 
said: 
“ Our per capita expenditure 
through state and local 
gov­ 
ernments combined ranks 
us 
42nd; Missourians 
are spend­ 
ing less of their income for 
public education than taxpayers 
in any of the 50 states 
save 
one; Missouri ranks 39thamong 
states in the median number 
of years that adult citizens have 
completed in school; Missouri 
ranks with the bottom quarter 
of 
states 
in kindergarten 
facilities; Missouri was short 
1,600 
qualified teachers 
as 
school opened this fall, and 
as an 
emergency measure 
uncertified personnel have been 
permitted in classroom s." 
Noting that Missouri is one of 
the 
wealthy states of the Union, 
Dr. Weaver drew a sharp con- 
trast between the state's per­ 
formance in education today and 
its 
early - day zeal for learn­ 
ing. 
“ From prairie days our peo­ 
ple have held a conviction of 
indispensibility 
about learn­ 
ing," he said. “Almost before 


men built homes and churches, 
they built schools and 
uni­ 
versities."
